Third  Zone — (150  to  300  miles  from  Aberdeen,)  6c  for  the  first  pound; 
2c  for  each  additional  pound. 

Fourth  Zone — (301  to  600  miles  from  Aberdeen,)  7c  for  the  first  pound; 
4c  for  each  additional  pound. 

Fifth  Zone — (601  to  1,000  miles  from  Aberdeen,)  8c  for  the  first  pound;  6c 
for  each  additional  pound. 

Sixth  Zone — (1,001  to  1,400  miles  from  Aberdeen,)  9c  for  the  first  pound; 
8c  for  each  additional  pound. 

Seventh  Zone — (1,401  to  1,800  miles  from  Aberdeen,)  11c  for  the  first 
pound;  10c  for  each  additional  pound.
